Florida. Of this sum $125,000 was er- 
pended on the railroad, while the remain- 
der went into the pockets of Swetson and 
bis confederates. Thus two States were 
made to pay $11,875,000 in order to get 
$125,u00 expended on a eiugle railroad 
in one of them.

Destractive Fire in Philadelphia. 
From the Philadelphia Age, February 12. 

About 10 O clock last night a fire broke 
out at the Oil Cloth: Factory of Thomas 
Potter, Son & Co}, at Second and Venango 
atreets, in the village of Coopersville, 
Tweoty-fifth ward. It is supposed to have 
originated from the ‘sparks of a passing 
locomotive of the Connecting Railroad, 
which runs paraticl with Venango street, 
and iu coloso proximity there with. The 
hre was first seco in the apex of the roof of 
the coating room, which measures 120 fect 
by 82. and this, from the nature of the 
purpose to which it iv applied, being, devoid 
of flours, was soon a mass of flamcs. The 
fames extended thence to the main print- 
ing building, 96 feet by 72, on the cast, 
and then to another printing building on 
the south 72 by 32 feet. All of these were 
totally destroyed. 

On the north end of thie room, first de- 
scribed, was a hot house for drying pur- 
poses 45 by 80 feet, 60 feet high, aud 
over an open way was a building for the 
manufacture of winduw shudes, 30 by 110. 
The latter entirely eacaped, the former, 
however, was much scorched. 

To the east of the above buildings, was 
another building, which contained the 
engins and the stalls. Both of these were 
destroyed. The vehicles thore wero, buw- 
ever, removed in safety. 

Besides theee, the firm had but lately 
completed the erection of other buildiugs 
on this ground, which altogether occupies 
a space of about five acres, for the manu- 
facture of lighter oil cloths, those destroy- 
ed being ee tothe manufacture 
of floor claths exclusively. 

The burned buildings. which were five 
stories high, were erected’ about twenty 
years ago, and were formerly occupied by 
James Carmichael. who also carried on tho 
manufacture of oil cloth. The present 
firm have only occupied the buildings about 
three years. 

The loss on tho buildings and stock,very 
little of the latter being able tn be saved 
by reason of ita weight, is estimated at 
$100,000

Church, it was determined, two years 
ago, to orect a more com nodivus and 
n located edifice to be oo“ 
cupied by them, iustcad of the con- 
tracted and somewhat dilapidated 
building formerly used for religious 
services. The result of.this determi- 
nation is seen in the handsome new 
building located on Broad street; 
which is te bo dedicated to-morrow to

The new church, built from the de 
sign of un amateur Architect, is 34 
feet wide by 54 fect long, with atow- 
er and clock chamber, surmounted by 
an octagonal cupola. A chapel 24 feet 
wide by 34 feet long, adjoins one end of 
the church, and the arrangement is 
such, that whenever occasion requires, 
both rooms can be converted into one.

- A Clincher.—Some ol our philan- 
thropic citizens are circulating e pe- 
tition praying the Legislature to pass 
a liquor law for Maryland embuilying 
the main features of the Illinois liquor 
law. The petition asks that in the 
event it be found impracticable to en- 
act it for the benefit of the whole State, 
that it be made a law for Wicomico 
county. 

The following is the substance of 
the proposed law : 

Tu make all property, where liquor 
is sold, responsible for any injurics re- 
sulting from liquor sold on the premi- 
ses. 
To make parties déaling in liquors 
give a bond to the State of Maryland 
in a penalty of three thousand dollars, 
to indemnify_any person injured by 
the sale of liquor. 

This is driving the nail aud clinch- 
ing it on both sides.
